Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  and 
advisable  to  condemn  a right-of-way  for  sewerage  purposes  des- 
cribed as  follows:7/ West  fifteen  i 15)  feet  of  that  part  of  the 
Northwest  fractional  quarter  of  Section  six  (6),  Township  thirty 
(30)  North,  Range  thirteen  (13)  East,  Allen  County,  Indiana, 
lying  East  of  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Eort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  said  line  being  the  East  line  of  South  Kensington 
Park  Addition  to  the  City  of  Eort  Wayne. 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  condemnation 
for  sewerage  purposes,  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 


The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially 
affected  by  the  condemnation  of  the  above  described  property  is 
described  as  all  lots  and  l&nds  lying  within  the  following  des- 
cribed territory  to-wit:  Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection 

of  the  North  bank  of  the  Maumee  River  by  the  East  line  of  the 
Northwest  fractional  quarter  of  Section  Numbered  six  (6)  in 
Township  thirty  I30)  North,  Range  thirteen  (13)  East,  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  thence  North  on  the  East  line  of  said  quarter 
section  to  the  center  line  of  Lake  Avenue;  thence  East  on  the 
center  line  of  said  Lake  Avenue  to  the  East  line  of  the  West  half 
of  the  West, half  of  the  Southeast  quarter  of  Section  thirty-one  (31j, 
Township  thirty-one  (31)  North,  Range  thirteen  (13 ) East;  thence 
North  on  the  East  line  of  the  said  West  half  of  the  West  half  of 
said  Section  thirty-one  (31)  to  the  center  line  of  State  Street, 
thence  East  on  the  center  line  of  State  Street  to  the  East  line

line  of  Kenwood  Avenue,  thence  West  on  the  centet  line  of  Kenwood 
Avenue  to  the  center  line  of  Crescent  Avenue,  thence  Southwest 
on  the  center  line  of  Crescent  Avenue  to  the  center  line  of 
Charlotte  Avenue;  thence  West  on  the  center  line  of  Charlotte 
Avenue  to  the  East  bank  of  the  St.  Joseph  River;  thence  South 
with  the  meanderings  of  said  St.  Joseph  River  to  its  intersection 
wwth  Columbia  Avenue;  thence  East  along  the  North  bank  of  the 
Maumee  River  with  its  meanderings  to  the  place  of  beginning.

This  being  a date  and  time  previously  fixed  by  tne 
Board  when  they  would  hear  and  consider  objections  or  re- 
monstrances against  Declaratory  Resolution  Number  536. 
which  provides  for  the  condemnation  of  the  West  fifteen  tl5) 
feet  of  that  part  of  the  Northwest  fractional  quarter  of 
Section  6,  Township  30  North,  Range  13  East,  Allen  County, 

Indiana,  lying  East  of  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Port  Wayne,  said  line  being  the  East  line  of  South 
Kensington  Park  Addition  to  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  the 
same  to  be  used  for  sewer  purposes;  it  was  now  upon  motion 
moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  Declaratory  Resolution 
Number  536  be  modified  so  as  to  include  the  following:  "A 

strip  of  land  twelve  1 12)  feet  in  width  lying  within  that 
part  of  the  Northwest  fractional  quarter  of  Section  6, 

Township  30  -North.,  Range  13  East,  in  Allen  County,  Indiana, 
lying  East  of  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Port  Wayne,  Indiana,  centered  upon  a line  extending  from 
the  point  of  intersection  of  the  East  corporation  line  of 
the  City  of  Port  Wayne  by  the  center  line  of  Cody  Avenue, 

Eastward  on  the  center  line  of  Cody  Avenue  reduced  a dis- 
tance of  nine  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (967)  feet;  thence 
South  and  parallel  to  the  East  corporation  line  of  the 
City  of  Port  Wayne  to  the  Maumee  River  channel;  and  there  appear- 
ing no  objections  or  remonstrances  of  any  nature  whatsoever, 
upon  motion  Declaratory  Resolution  Number  536  was  confirmed, 
as  modified.

Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or 
sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners  for  said  condemnation 
of  property,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond,  bonds,  certificate 
or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property  damages, 

except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have 
been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
damages  to  property  or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said 
above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the 
making  of  said  improvements,  assessments  of  property,  collection 
of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided 
for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thEEeto  and  supple- 
ments thereof.

6,  Township  30  North,  Range  13  East  in  Allen  County, 

Indiana,  lying  East  of  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  centered  upon  a line  extending 
from  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  East  corporation  line 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  by  the  center  line  of  Cody  Avenue, 
Eastward  on  the  center  line  of  Cody  Avenue  produced  a distance 
of  nine  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (967)  feet;  thence  South  and 
parallel  to  the  East  corporation  line,  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
to  the  Maumee  River  channel*. 
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
